WASHINGTON, March 29 (AP) 
~The nation’s retail and whole- 
sale grocers today set about shift- 
ing a huge volume of food items 
—costing the public 20 billion 
dollars a year—to a new method 
of price controls. 

They are under Government 
orders to complete the transfer 
between April 5 and April 30. 

The Office of Price Stabiliza- 
tion announces three regulations 


price control system ordered by 
the Office of Price Stabilization: 


1. Determine whether your 
store belongs in Group 1, 2, 3 or 
4. A group 1 store is an inde- 
pendent store with annual gross 
sales in 1950 of less than $75,000. 
A Group 2 store is an indepen- 
dent store with sales between 
$75,000 and $375,000. A Group 3 
store is a chain store with sales 
of less than $375,000. A Group 4 
store is any store, independent or 
not, with sales of $375,000 or 
larger. Your store is an “inde- 
pendent” store if it is not one 
of four or more stores under 
one ownership whose combined 
annual gross sales are $750,000 
or more. 

If you are in Group 1 or 2, you 
are covered by ceiling price regu- 
lation 16. If you are in Group 
3 or 4, you are covered by ceiling 
price regulation 15. 

2. ‘Notify your OPS. district 


After April 30 you must! 
post a sign in your store reading 
'“OPS-1" or whatever the proper | 
group number is. Later, the OPS 
probably will furnish the sign. | 

4. By April 30 you must figure 
your new ceiling prices on all 
items covered in your regulation. | 
You do this by finding the “net | 
cost” of each item, and adding‘ 
to this net cost the markup per- 
centage for the category of which | 
the item is a part. These markup 
percentages are listed in Regula- 
‘tions 15 and 16. 

For example, if your store is 
in Group 1, you will find in 
Regulation 16 that the markup 
for breakfast cereals is 22 per 
\cent. Therefore, to determine 
your ceiling on a box of -corn 
flakes, you add 22 per cent to the 
‘net cost. The regulations explain 
‘precisely what is meant by “net 
cost” (for example, it includes all

COMPTON DOUBTS 
ARGENTINA HAS 
ATOMIC ENERGY 


Chancellor Arthur H. Compton 
of Washington University, who 
helped develop the atomic bomb, 
regards with skepticism Argen- 
tina’s claim that its scientists 


have produced atomic energy 
without the use of uranium. There 
may be more politics than science 
in this, he indicated. 

In a statement to International 
News Service, Dr. Compton de- 
clared: 

“The method of release of 
atomic power that Ronald Richter 
Ss supposed to have used is that 
of nuclear synthesis. Such a pro- 
cess is believed to occur in the 
sun under extremely high tem- 
peratures and pressure. 

“To bring a similar process un- 
der control as a source of use- 
ful power on the earth would 
require a basic new discovery of 
which published scientific knowl- 
edge gives no indication. That 
such a discovery should have 
been made secretly and its tech- 
nological applications be already 
brought to fruition is highly im- 
probable. 

“It will thus be more profit- 
able to look for the political ~eas- 
ons than for the evidence of the 
supposed discovery.” 


President of France Assures Truman That 
Communist Aggression in Indochina Is 
Being ‘Successfully’ 
Franco-U.S. Friendship. 


Opposed—Cites Long 


WASHINGTON, March 29 (AP) 
—President Vincent Auriol of 
France today pledged his nation 
and its people will “do all within 
our power not only to resist ag- 
gression, should it occur, but to 
deter it and save the peace.” 

In an address at a National 
Press Club luncheon, the 66-ye4r- 
old Auriol denounced criticism of 
France’s will to fight if Russia 
attacks. He said some critics say 
France is “without thews and sin- 
ews.” 

“The insistence with which 
such accusations are made, even 
though explained by inaccurate 
information or partisan passions, 
in the long run constitute an in- 
sult as cruel as it is unjust,” he 
asserted. 

Confers With Truman. 

Earlier, Auriol conferred with 
President Truman in the cabinet 
room of the White House. An 
announcement afterward said: 
“The remarks of the President 
of the French Republic included 
a statement that the French peo- 
ple were determined to defend 
themselves against foreign ag- 
gression and that, in this spirit, 
they were giving all out support 
to the North Atlantic Treaty 
Organization.” 
Auriol also assured Truman 
that the French forces and the 
associated states “are successful- 
ly opposing” Communist aggres- 
sion in Indochina. 

Truman ‘Encouraged.’ 

The White House said Truman 
was “encouraged by President 
Auriol’s remarks and expressed 
his confidence that peace could 
and would be maintained and that 
the democratic peoples would 
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pursuit of their great objective: 


peace for all the world.” 


Truman gave Aurfol a pair of 
bookends made of wood and stone 
removed from the White House 
in the renovation now under way. 
They are inscribed: “To his Ex- 
cellency, Vincent Auriol, Presi- 
dent of the French Republic, from 
his good friend, Harry S. Truman, 
President of the United States o 
America. 1951.” : 

After the meeting with Tru- 
man, Auriol went to LaFayette 
Park across the street to lay a 
wreath at the statue to the 
French leader who helped the 
United States win its independ- 
ence. 

One purpose of Auriol’s visit 
of state here is to dispel any 
American doubt about France’s 
determination to arm, and fight 
if necessary, in defense of west- 
ern democracy.

There have been 
tremendous ball players at that 
position in both leagues—Frank 
Frisch and Rogers Mornsby, 
Charley Gehringer and Joe 
Gordon and Bobby Doerr. But 
for sustained excellence in all 
departments over an extended 
period, the records put nobody 
ahead of Edward Trowbridge 
Collins. who died last Sunday. 

In 25 seasons in the major 
leagues, Eddie Collins batted 
333; Lajoie hit 338 over a span 
of 20 years. Collins never 
batted 400—Lajoie reached 
4095 in 1901—but when he was 
24 years old Eddie hit .365, at 
33 his mark was .369, and at 
the doddering age of 39 he was 
still cutting up pitches for an 
average of 344. Collins stole 
63 hases one summer, 67 an- 
other, and 81 in still another: 
Lajoie’s wildest expedition into 
thievery brought him 33 

There was nothing Ed Col- 
lins couldn't do superlatively— 
hit, field, run, compete and 
think—and he did everything 
for what amounted to a base- 
ball eternity. Antiques who 
saw him in his youth dwell 
lovingly on such plays as the 
double squeeze, when Collins 
would break from second base 
as the pitcher started his de- 

* livery, careen past third as the 
batter put down a bunt, and 
come barreling into the plate 
while the defense was still 
pawing for the rolling ball.

CONGRESS ACTION 
T0) REVIVE WAGE 
BOARD DISCUSSED 


Change in Defense Act 
Could End Necessity 
for Meeting With La- 
bor and Industry. 


WASHINGTON, March 29 (AP) 
-~Economic Stabilizer Eric Johns- 
ton may ask Congress to help 
him get the Wage Stabilization 
Board going again unless man- 
agement and labor shake hands 
on his peace proposal in the next 
few days. 

Johnston held a two-and-one- 
half hour meeting yesterday with 
the labor chiefs, but it brought no 
evident change in the situation. 

Big issue in the way of agree- 
ment is whether a newly created 
18-man Wage Stabilization Board 
representing labor, industry and 
the public should handle disputes 
not involving money questions. 

Lawyers of the Department of 
Justice and Johnston's staff have 
held that a full-scale labor-man- 
agement conference may not be 
necessary to meet requirements 
of the Defense Act before such a 
disputes board is set up. They 
say “agreement” is essential out 
of the informal talks Johnston 
has. been having for weeks with 
both sides. 

A congressional amendment to 
the Defense Production Act could 
eliminate the requirement for 
holding conferences with industry 
and labor, or for agreement on 
recommendations for a disputes 
board. 

CIO President Philip Murray 
said the unions represented by 
the United Labor Policy Com- 
mittee are willing to accept 
Johnston's plan, but the National 
Association of Manufacturers hes- 
jtated about sending to the board 
for settlement disputes not in- 
volving money issues. 

The fact that no Wage Stabiliza- 
tion Board has been in existence 
for more than a month, following 
walkout of the labor members, has 
led to strike threats. Johnston 
has declined to rule on wage 
boosts above existing ceilings. 


“Get Tough” Profits Policy. 

As part of the over-all stabiliza- 
tion program, Johnston told re- 
porters he intended to announce 
a “get tough” policy on profits in 
the next few days. He did not 
elaborate, but indicated his an- 
nouncement would deal with 
establishing or recommending new 


profit standards. 

On another point that has 
brought protests from the union 
leaders—uncontrolled farm and 
food prices—Johnston disclosed 
he has been having discussions 
with farm groups. 

He said he has talked over the 
idea of freezing parity at levels of 
Jan. 25, the date when the wage- 
price freeze was imposed. The 
Defense Production Act guaran- 
tees that farm prices will main- 
tain a parity with prices of things 
the farmer must buy. That has 
had the effect of excluding many, 
foods from controls. 

Johnston declined to go into de- 
tails about his talks with the farm 
leaders, and it was not clear how 
he could go about freezing parity, 
Under basic farm law, it fluctu- 
ates constantly as other prices go 
up or down. 

Steel Reservation Order. 

The National Production Au- 
thority ordered steel producers 
to reserve 30 per cent of certain 
types of construction steel for 


defense-rated orders. NPA said 
the action was necessary to n.eet 
expected increases in orders car- 
rying a defense priority tag. 
NPA directed. steel producers 
to increase the defense set-aside 
of heavy carbon structural shapes 
from the present 20 per cent level 
to 30 per cent, and to increase 
reservations of carbon steel piling 
to 30 per cent from 15 per cent. 
In addition, NPA directed steel 
mills to reserve 5 per cent of 
their output of cold-rolled alloy 
strip for defense-rated orders.

—The railroad industry is seeking 
a billion-dollar-a-year freight rate 
increase. 

The petition was filed with the 
Interstate Commerce Commission | 
late yesterday. It asked for au- 
thority to amend a January plea 
for a 6 per cent incresse to make 
the upward revision 15 per cent. 

The carriers contended that 
this new revision of freight 
charges is required by an esti- 
mated $986.400,000 increase in 
operating costs since the last per- 
manent rate revision was granted 
in the summer of 1949. 

The railroads said recent wage 
increases accounted for a large 
part of this figure. 

Data submitted with the new 
petition indicated that the pro- 
posed 15 per cent rise would in- 
volve an addition of about $1.,- 
100,000,000 a year to the national 
freight bill. 


The ICC earlier this month 
granted the railroads and domes- 
tic water carriers a temporary 
freight rate increase of 4 per cent 
in the east and 2 per cent else- 
where. It did so over protests of 
price control officials. This will 
be collected while the commis- 
sion holds extended hearings on) 
the plea for permanent revisions.

Usually the student wants to be 
an investor rather than a specu- 
lator. This means he wants to 
be gure his money is safe, even 
though the earnings on it are low. 
He is smart. 

Bucking Experienced Speculators. 

In any case, it isn't wise to 
speculate on a chance of great 
or quick gain, unless you can 
stand a great or quick loss. You 
will be bucking your luck against 
the experienced judgment of ex- 
perienced speculators if you try 
to gain from changes in the price 
of cotton, corn, eggs, wheat, or 
risky issues of stock. 

If you have $50 or $100 or so 
you want to put in a safe place 
for your child, invest in United 
States Government bonds. There 
is no safer investment in the 
world. While inflation may gobble 
up all the interest before the 
bonds mature, this really doesn't 
matter on such a small invest- 
ment. If the money is needed 
unexpectedly, the bonds can be 
cashed any time 60 days after the 
date of issue. 

Your money can also be easily 
withdrawn from a savings account 
at your bank. Such accounts are 
another good place to put small 
sums, although the interest is low. 
The same is true of an investment 
with a savings and loan associa- 
tion. 

Helping Children to Save. 

To encourage thrift in children, 
I heartily recommend an invest- 
ment in United States postal sav- 
ings. Postal savings certificates 
are available at any first-class 
post office. They have the eye- 
appeal of defense bonds. They can 
be purchased in denominations as 
small as a dollar. 

A child can find it fun to save 
for purchase of postal savings 
stamps in denominations of 10 
cents, 25 cents, or 50 cents, and 
later exchange these for savings 
certificates or even government 
bonds. Annual interest on postal 
savings is 2 per cent. This is 
very good short-term interest to- 
day, and no investment is safer. 

Another good place to put $10, 
$20, or even as much as a few 
hundred dollars would be in the 
credit union provided by the em- 
ployes at the place you work. 
Ownership shares are commonly 
available at $5 each. Such invest- 
ments are usually quite safe, and 
the return good. The money can 
be withdrawn readily, although 
this isn't as easy of from a sav- 
ings account at a bank. 

Buying Stocks or Bonds. 

To buy stocks or bonds, follow 
the-advice of a securities broker. 
He won't charge for his advice 
any more than a jeweler would

WHISTLE AIDS PITTSBURGH 
IN CONTROL OF SMOKE 


PITTSBURGH ‘(UP)—The new- 
est thing in the city’s smoke con- 
trol program is a “working whis- 
tle” that plays no tune but does 
play havoc with smoke. 

Jones and Laughlin Steel Corp. 
installed a whistle in one of its 
smoke stacks. It catches ore dust 
10 times smaller than a particle 
of face powder. 

After a fan sucks ore dust out 
of the smoke stack, the dust en- 
ters a sonic chamber. Then a 
whistle blows and whoosh, sound 
waves cause the dust particles to 
collide, forming larger particles, 
which are carried into a hopper.

40 Per Cent Spare Neutrons. 

| The AEC has officially an- 
nounced that atoms in splitting 
/emit an average of at least 2.4 of 
the hard little particles called 
‘neutrons, so there are at least 
40 per cent more spare neutrons 
than working neutrons in a chain 
reaction. 


Obviously, if the spares can be 
captured with a high degree of 
‘efficiency and if each spare cre- 
ates a new atom of fuel, the fuel 
created will exceed the amount 
burned. 


Experiments have now shown 
that the spare neutrons can be 
'captured with an efficiency of 80 
‘to 90 per cent, so atomic fuel in 
being consumed should yield an 
‘increase of between 12 and 26 per 
cent. 


Thus a pound of atomic fuel 
might yield a pound and a quar- 
ter, which in turn would yield 
more than a pound and a half, 
which in turn would yield nearly 
two pounds—in a_ continuing 
buildup assuring an abundance of 
jatomic energy.

A Banker on Small Loans 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispstch: 


I am writing to compliment you on 
your recent editorials 4nd articles about 
small loan legislation in Missouri. The 
editorials have stated the facts of the 
ease very clearly and have pointed out 
the weakness of the proposed small 
loan bill. 

This bill is a mistake. It puts the 
banks and the small loan companies in 
the same boat and they do not belong 
together. Undoubtedly the small loan 
companies need a higher rate charge 
than the banks. Small loan depart- 
ments are only one part of a commer- 
cial bank operation, and the costs to 
the banks for such operations are most 
reasonable. Also, a bank is a public 
service institution and has certain defli- 
nite obligations to its community. 

Under the existing law, the presént 
rates are too low. However, there is 
entirely too big a spread between 8 and 
27 per cent, and I do not believe that 
the proposed rates can be justified by 
any bank. Also, more reasonable ceil- 
ings should be set upon a so-called 
small loan. Most of the people of Mis- 
souri do not consider a $1000 or $1500 
Joan a small loan. 

It has been contended that, regard- 
less of the proposed high legal rates, 
competition will keep the rates down. 
This mizht be true in the larger cities 
of Missouri. On the other hand, Mis- 
sourl has many communities serviced 
by only one bank. 

You have pointed out that most of the 
banks of Missouri are in favor of this. 
bill. Some of us are not. We agree 
with you, and hope that you will con- 
tinue to urge the Legislature to care- 
fully consider and appraise all aspects 
of the bill.

New York trotted out Grover Whalen, fire- 
boats and a 21-gun salute to welcome a French 
president for the first time, but it deferred to 
Washington in the matter of the ceremony 
which is appropriate when heads of states 
meet. New York reserved until next week a 
full-scale treatment for President Vincent Auriol 
which may rival the noisy, excited reception 
given Britain's George VI before the war. 


Actually Britain's austere, hereditary mon- 
arch, and the unspectacular Socialist President 
of France are not too unlike in some respects. 
They hold essentially similar, ceremonial = 
and both have a profound respect for the ct 
limitations the constitutions of their respective 
countries place on the other-than-decorative 
aspects of their positions. 


President Auriol, in fact, made it clear be- 
fore he sailed that he was determined to avoid 
the intricacies of international policies and 
politics which are the business of Foreign 
Minister Robert Schuman, who came to the 
United States with him. 


So it can be expected that while M. Auriol 
devotes himself to the task of building Franco- 
American relations in general, M. Schuman 
will be carrying on the far less spectacular but 
equally necessary business of seeing what he 
can do to implement those relations through 
specific agreements. 

There is much for both men to do. Doubts 
about France's ability and will to resist the 
Kremlin have been gaining momentum in this 
country, and need to be laid to rest. France 
wants American help in rearming, and reli- 
aple indications as to what further non-military 
financial assistance it can expect to help re- 
lieve the severe economic strains which have 
kept French workingmen in almost perpetual 
ferment since the war. 


America needs to find out French plans for 
European unification, for the Schuman coal- 
steel pool, for extensions: of the principle to 
agriculture and other parts of the economy, 
for a single West European defense force 
under a single defense minister, for future 
disposition of its colonies. And it needs to 
listen carefully to the French case for con- 
tinued financfal assistance. 


An economic collapse within France which 
led to victory at the pojls for either the Com- 
munists or the Gaullists could be a blow of 
serious proportions to the free world. Public 
opinion in this country has tended to regard 
the importance of France too lightly since the 
debacle of 1940. May M. Auriol’s state visit 
and M. Schuman’s official visit help restore 
France to a position of prominence in the pub- 
lic mind commensurate with the role it ac- 
tually can play on the world’s stage. 
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Knowing Senator Knowland 


It is easy to look back and point out in 
hindsight what appear to be mistakes of the 
past. That is what Senator Knowland does when 
he brings up the situations of Gen. Eisenhower 
and Gen. Patton at the end of World War Il 
as support for his charge that Gen. MacArthur 
is beiig undermined by the State Department. 


Senator Knowland’s point is that Gen. Eisen- 
hower was in effect held out of Berlin until 
the diplomats had made it a precarious island 
in a Red sea and that Gen. Patton was simi- 
larly pulled back from Czechoslovakia. The 
Senator overlooks, purposely or otherwise, that 
Russia was then a fighting ally and that there 
was substantial reason to believe that the West 
could get aleng with Moscow in Europe. Cer- 
tainly, the California Republican overlooks the 
fact that there was no way to know without 
giving it an honest try. 

The fact, of course, is that Senator Knowland 
is just about Gen. MacArthur’s promptest 
spokesman in Congress. He has every right to 
admire the General and to support his views. 
But this affinity needs to be kept in mind when 
he lets go this salvo at the State Department.

Gromyko’s Concessions 

The Russians must want a Big Four confer- 
ence very badly. While Andrei Gromyko at the 
Paris agenda meeting has been making the usual 
propaganda, he has also been making steady 
concessions. He has now dropped his insistence 
on a separate <discussion of German disarma- 
ment based on the Potsdam agreement,.and has 
proposed a broad, general agenda which even- 
handedly combines Western and Soviet sugges- 
tions. 

Earlier both sides had agreed to talk about 
the problem of re-establishing Germany unity 
and preparing a German peace treaty. Now 
Gromyko proposes that the Big Four foreign 
ministers also talk abouf: 

1. Causes of tension and means to over- 
come it (Western suggestion). 

2. Disarmament of the Big Four (Russian 
suggestion). 

3. Existing levels of armaments (West). 

4. International control of disarmament 

(Russia). 

5. Other steps to end the fear of aggres- 
sion (West). 

6. Steps to end the threat of war (Russia). 

7. Fulfillment of treaty obligations (West). 

8. Fulfillment of Big Four agreements 

(Russia). 

It is hard to see how the West can plausibly 
reject this. The breadth of the subject matter 
will make it possible for either side to bring up 
just about anything it wants to discuss. On the 
other hand, neither side can claim that the 
phrasing of the agenda prejudges the issues. 


A Big Four conference appears to be coming 
closer, on terms which could make it either a 
propaganda slugfest, or a decisive settlement of 
basic differences, depending upon the mood and 
intentions of the parties at the time. 
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A Machine Drive Fails 


Renewed political vigilance lies behind the vic- 
tory of the non-partisan coalition movement in 
Kansas City this week over remnants of the 
Pendergast machine. 


Jim Pendergast, nephew of the late Boss Tom, 
managed to unite the regular Democratic organi- 
zation for the first time in a décade. He made a 
determined bid for power. But Kansas Citians 
easily remember the long Pendergast era, when 
thievery and hoodlumism wefe a prominent part 
of government. Hundreds of volunteer workers 
got out the vote for the Citizens’ Association. It 
re-elected Mayor Kemp by 13,000 votes and cap- 
tured seven of eight city council posts. 


Apparently a vigorous coalition can keep con- 
trol of Kansas City as long as the people there 
recall the sad old days of boss rule. St. Louis- 
ans, by contrast, have no recent memory of 
hoodlum dictatorship, yet there is a recurrent 
threat from some politicians and their allies.

President Truman is indignant at all 
talk of impropriety in government. His 
house, he says, is clean: his Administra- 
tion is made up entirely of honorable men. 
Unfortunately, the story of corruption, 
now being dragged toward the surface like 
a writhing sea monster, mocks the Presi- 
dent’s claim. 

During the presidency of Harry Truman 
the role of the Federal Government has 
greatly expanded. These activities are 
necessary and all test the integrity and 
honesty of public of- 
ficials. Ninety-nine 
out of every hundred 
public officials meet 
the test. The 1 per 
cent is rotten and 
the rottenness is the 
responsibility“of Har- 
ry Truman. 

Truman, of course, 
is not alone to blame. 
The Government op- 
erates in a climate in 
which wealth is en- 
vied and graft is 
taken for granted. 
The pretense that 
private industry is 
holier than public service is the height of 
hypocrisy. The buyer who takes a kick- 
back, the clerk who fudges the inventories, 
the vice president who manipulates stock 
are commonplace in business. No one 
hears of them because to protect the rep- 
utation of their employers they are rarely 
prosecuted when they are caught.

Government, in contrast, operates in 
the open. And because its reputation is 
tied into the fabric of democratic faith its 
standards must be set higher and continu- 
ally raised as the functions increase. 


Instead, thanks to Truman's indiffer- 
ence, 3000 RFC employes are exposed to 
intolerable suspicion. But the RFC is not 
the whole story. A thorough congressional 
investigation, we believe, would establish 
these further facts: 


Insiders were fed valuable information 
on sales by the Office of the Alien Prop- 
erty Custodian: 


Nominations to the Federal Power Cofh- 
mission and its licensing decisions were 
improperly influenced by oil, gas and 
utility interests: 

Anti-trust suits have been traded for 
personal and party profit by the Depart- 
ment of Justice; 

Millions of dollars were improperly 
made by shipowners as the result of favor- 
itism and administrative weakness in the 
Maritime Commission: 

Army and Naval Ordnance contracts 
have been channeled to enrich a select few. 


Other agencies such as the Securities 
and Exchange Commission remain honest 
because they are so completely dominated 
by the industries they are supposed to 
regulate that their powers are gutted. 

The Civil Aeronautics Board has become 
the tool of a few major airlines in their 
efforts to stamp out competition. 


The CAB, we suggest, is the next field 
for investigation. Congress should ask 
why the non-scheduled airlines have been 
denied any voice on the CAB. It should 
ask why, since the air-freight services op- 
erated by veterans are far more vital to 
defense than the luxury airlines, the CAB 
has set out systematically to discourage 
and starve these services. 

It should investigate the huge expense 
accounts charged off by Pan-American and 
other giant companies, knowing that every 
olive in every martini is paid for with 
taxpayers’ money fed out in airmail sub- 
sidies to deficit companies. 

Congress should further investigate the 
number of federal officials who moved 
from regulatory agencies to vice presi- 
dencies of corporations they regulated. 

It should re-examine the padded ex- 
pense accounts of major companies and 
the $10,000,000 that registered lobbyists 
admit spending each year. 


Where Flying Fish Break 


It should check on the transfer of stock 
to government officials. 

Where the flying fish break, the shark 
is cruising beneath the surface. The shark 
beneath the surface of the cases uncov- 
ered so far is the Democratic National 
Committee. Into every investigation of 
corruption, the committee's name has 
crept. 

There is no question of Truman's in- 
tegrity. There is also no question that 
time and again under Truman the prestige 
of the White House has been misused. 


The President has surrounded himself 
by hacks, willing, even eager, to misuse 
the power of the Presidency. To these 
men he swears undying loyalty. His loy- 
alty, a traditional virtue, is his greatest 
weakness. A further basic failing is his 
notion that if an act is legal it is all right. 


When Gen. Vaughan was caught carting 
away his deep freezers, friends of the 
President took it for granted that he would 
take action. Instead the President kept 
Vaughan after telling him not to talk. 
For Gen. Graham, caught in illegal market 
speculation, thé President is now seeking 
promotion. Now Merl Young is caught 
red-handed, but his wife stays on at the 
White House. He also may take punish- 
ment in stlence, in the hope of receiving 
rewards in the future. 


To Restore Confidence 


The problem is deeper than we admit; 
the solution is simpler than it seems. 
Washington needs new leadership—a fear- 
less RFC administrator, a dedicated Attor- 
ney General, a vigorous Secretary of the 
Treasury, a first-class White House staff 
could change the whole picture. 

Thousands of loyal government officials 
who have been keeping their heads down 
and their mouths shut because they dis- 
trust their superiors would respond at 
once. Confidence would we restored.

Erasmus on World Government 


ERASMUS AND OUR STRUGGLE FOR PEACE by 
Jose Chapiro. (The Beacon Press, (9% pgs., sO) 
It is likely that those familiar with the 

serene countenance in Holbein's famous 

likenesses of Erasmus tar outnumber those 
to whom Erasmus himself is meaningful as 
theologian and supreme humanist of the 

Renaissance» To be sure, Erasmus (‘circa 

1466-1536) is not just anybody's meat, but 

his thinking—especially on the subject de- 

veloped in this small book—is so modern, 
so germane to today’s paramount concerns, 
as to suggest that he has been overlooked. 

One difficulty has been that of language: 

Erasmus wrote in Latin, and up to now 

there has not been a complete English 

translation of his work on peace since 

1559. 

Mr. Chapiro, scholar-linguist (in prepar- 
ing this work, he made extensive new 
translations from Arabic, French, German. 
Italian and Latin), has performed one of 
the signal but infrequently signalized 
services of learning. By obliterating the 

language barrier he 
has removed the 
major obstacle to 
wide diffusion of 
this gravely relevant 
segment of Erasmus’ 
thought. For such 
diffusion is what he 
hopes to attain—‘‘to 
popularize the most 
fascinating but least 
known aspect of 
Erasmus’  persona)- 
ity: the uncommonly 
courageous pacifist, 
many centuries 
eatin ahead of the time in 
which he lived.” 

What he called “the art of peace’— 
what it meant to him, what peace can be, 
and how we shall learn it—Erasmus spoke 
about in more than one work, but his most 
powerful expression of this great theme, 
Mr. Chapiro declares, is in “Peace Pro- 
tests'” (“Querela Pacis,” 1517), “the mas- 
terpiece of pacifist literature.” 

7 7 - 

It was a topical document in its time, 
for it defiantly challenged the sword- 
rattlers and spiritually corrupt. Its mod- 
ernism and originality lay. however, as 
both Mr. Chapiro’s commentary and the 
essay itself show, in its cry to all peoples 
to unite in one all-embracing human com- 
munity for the establishment of perpetual 
peace. It reads like the appeal of a uni- 
versal conscience, even more of our age 
than of Erasmus’ own. 

In itself, “Peace Protests'” is a short 
work (60 pages). To introduce it and to 
support his assessment of Erasmus as “one 
of the best-balanced brains in history.” 
Mr. Chapiro has written a biographical 
and critical essay, “Erasmus: Herald of a 
United World,” which mingles the admira- 
tion of a worshipper and the detachment 
of a scholar. It is hard to escape the in- 
fection of his enthusiasm for this heroic, 
comprehensive, fecund thinker of 450 
years ago. 

The antithesis of Erasmus, as Mr. Cha 
piro aptly points out, was his contempo- 
rary, Machiavelli. Two men more unlike 
it would be hard to imagine: Erasmus the 
conscience, Machiavelli the flesh, of the

Bill Increasing Benefits to $25 
a Week Goes on Calendar 
for Passage.

The bill for comprehensive revi- 
sion’ of the state unemployment 
compensation law was tentatively 
approved yesterday by the Senate. 
after it approved a series of 
amendments compromising the 
differences between labor and 
management over proposed 
changes in the act.

The bill, which was advanced 
to the calendar for final passage. 
would increase the maximum job- | 
less benefits to the unemployed | 
from $20 to $25 a week, and ex- 
tend the period of benefits from 
20 to 24 weeks. 

It also would revise the sched- 
ule of payroll taxes paid by em-| 
ployers, granting a tax reduction 
amounting to about $10,000,000 a 
year. After Senate action, the bill 
will go to the House. 

he Missouri reserve fund from 
which unemployment benefits are 
paid amounts to ahout $200.000.- 
000. Sponsors of the act contend 
that a fund of only $150.000.000 
is necessary to meet the needs of 
the state program. 

The reduced tax rates will re- | 
main in effect as long as the bal- 
ance in the reserve fund is in 
excess of $150,000.000.

On 
the other hand, with the proper 
ingredients, a little imagination 
and some knowledge, the pos- 
sibilities are almost endless. 

What, you may ask, can one do 
with kidney beans? Did you ever 
try kidney beans with red wine? 
Then try it, Nke this: 

Cook enough kidney beans to 
serve six or eight persons ‘or you 
can use canned beans, using two 
cans) and pour them into a but- 
tered bean pot. Then partially fry 
eight strips of bacon, and let the 
fat drain from it. In the bacon 
fat, saute six chopped leeks, a 
chopped pepper, a minced clove 
of garlic and a cup of chopped 
ham. 

Pour into this a cup of red port 
wine and let the works simmer 
for 10 minutes. Pour the mixture 
into the bean pot and stir it up.

VERHEARD in a telephone 
() conversation: “Well, can you 
tell me where I can get ahold 
of her some place?” 

This question certainly makes 
a strange request when it is con- 
sidered literally. Besides, there 
are several common mistakes in 
the sentence: (1) “get ahold of 
her” for “get in touch with her”; 
(2) “where I can” for “how I 
may”; (3) use of the dubious 
(and, in this sentence, unneces- 
sary) “some place,” for “some- 
where.”

I may get in touch with her? 

Avoid: “I couldn’t find them 
any place.” Better: I couldn't 
find them anywhere. 

Avoid: “I lost my keys some 
place.” Better: I lost my keys 
somewhere. 

Avoid: “She has no place to 
live.” Better: She has nowhere 
to live. 

Avoid: “We have looked every 
place for him.” Better. We have 
looked everywhere for him. 

Avoid: “He is somewheres in 
the Pacific.” Better: He is some- 
where in the Pacific. 

Avoid: “He was nowheres 
about.” Better: He was nowhere 
about. 

Avoid: “Have you looked any- 
wheres else?” Better: Have you 
looked anywhere else? 

Avoid: She made friends every- 
wheres she went.” Better: She 
made friends everywhere she 
went.

I was taught that one should 
say, “anyone’s else, somebody's 
else.” But my son's teacher has 
told him that “anyone else’s, 
somebody else's” is correct. Who 
is right? 

Answer: Sorry, but teacher 
wins. Such purists as Richard 
Grant White (1881) used to emit 
agonized yelps at “anyone else’s” 
declaring that “else” is an ad- 
jective, and that “else’s” as a 
possessive adjective “violates 
grammar, logic, and common 
sense.” Nevertheless, “anybody 
else, anyone else, someone else, 
somebody else” are nowadays 
treated as if they were single 
words, thus: any else's, any- 
one else's, somebody else's, some- 
one else’s.

N one of the New York City 
| evening papers I read a column 

beginning: “The Army says we 
are fooling ourselves if we think 
Americans are naturally good sol- 
diers.” Then the columnist ex- 
plains that this is the introduc- 
tion to a new Army training 
pamphlet that explains how and 
why men should be trained in a 
much tougher manner than before 
the Korean war. The article ended 
with the following paragraph, 
which I think every young man 
and every mother should read 
and remember: 


“In all our wars, Americans 
have died unnecessarily. They 
died because they did not take 
their training seriously. That’s 
why we speak of blood and 
sweat. The more you sweat in 
training the less chance there 
is of your blood being spilled 
in battle.” 


Secretary of Defense Gen. Mar- 
shall evidently feels it is neces- 
sary for us to get as rapidly 
and as completely prepared as 
we possibly can. The fact that 
Gen. MacArthur has made a bid 
for a parley on conditions for 
peace in Korea means very little, 
I am afraid, though it is quite 
understandable that a great many 
people have begun to think that 
peace is already here because the 
word crossed Gen. MacArthur's 
lips.

PERHAPS Gen. Marshall's seri- 
ousness about pending legisla- 
tion and the world situation in 
general may counteract what 
complacency already exists. My 
hope is it will stop many people 
from wishfully thinking that talk- 
ing about peace actually brings 
it about. 


Here at home there is one ques- 
tion that is almost as serious as 
the difficulties that arise in mak- 
ing peace in the world. It cer- 
tainly is a great factor in all of 
our military preparations, wheth- 
er for war or peace. It will cer- 
tainly make a difference in our 
ability to weather the economic 
situations of the next few years. 
This all important domestic ques- 
tion is: How do we stop inflation? 

I am sure it is being brought 


to the President's attention by 
the statistics that come out of 
the Washington bureaus so regu- 
larly and each time report a rise 
in the cost of living. This can- 
not go on forever. 

There was a day long ago when 
any one of the things suggested 
might have been a good begin- 
ning to stop the upward trend. 
But we have long since passed 
that day and reached the horrible 
time when it will take all the 
things that can be done to control 
the rising threat that may com- 
pletely destroy our economy.

EVERY DAY that goes by with 
nothing done is that much time 
lost. It means fewer supplies to 
be obtained for the sums of 
money appropriated in our prep- 
aration for defense and it means 
less ability on our part to help 
other parts of the world that are 
badly in need of help. 


Governments are always afraid 
that their people will not be able 
to stand the necessary sacrifices. 
Yet, in this particular case, if the 
sacrifices are not very soon de- 
manded the people who will reap 
the results of uncontrolled infla- 
tion will not be very happy about 
their government as a whole. 

So the sooner our congressional 
leaders and our Administration 
officials make up their minds to 
take the bull by the horns on 
this particular problem and do 
what needs to be done and do it 
as quickly and as completely as 
possible, the better. We might 
think back to the rise in infla- 
tion in Chiang Kai-shek’s China. 
It wasn’t pleasant for anyone, 
especially the people.

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Canned Soup Useful Item 
By Edith M. Barber 


OUP has been called the “com- 
forter of the stomach.” In the 
days ‘when this phrase was 
coined, soup was invariably served 
in hot form, and undoubtedly this 
had something to do with the 
feeling of well-being that brought 
forth the compliment. 

Of course, this was long before 
the time when canned soups were 
available. The modern  house- 
keeper finds these a comfort to 
her meal planning and buys them 
almost automatically with other 
staples. She uses them often as 
soup, perhaps most often for 
lunch. And she finds them almost 
as useful in supplying a sauce. 
While condensed soups were 
fashioned originally in order to 
cut down the size of the contain- 
er and, incidentally, the cost of 
shipment, cooks soon discovered 
that, with or without dilution, 
they often solve that last minute 
sauce problem. 


Take codfish balls, for instance, 
with which tomato sauce is s0 
often served. To be, fluffy and 
tender, the balls must be fried in 
deep fat and this demands atten- 
tion from the cook. When soup 
is used for the sauce, it will need 


only heating and need not be | 


diluted unless you like a thin 
texture. With leftover meat, 
mushroom soup is perhaps the 
favorite, although asparagus and 
pea also serve this purpose. 

Both tomato and chicken are 
particularly good with noodles 
and the soup with celery flavor 
makes a delicious dressing for a 
hot potato salad seasoned with 
crisp bacon, onion and a little 
vinegar and sweet pickle. You 
probably have many more com- 
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binations, especially in making 
use of leftovers that you use from 
time to time. Canned soup can 
justly be called a “comforter,” 
and in a larger sense than that 
carried by the original descrip- 
tion of the place of a hot soup 
in a meal. 


Hot Potate Salad. 


Three medium potatoes (about 
two cups cubed), four strips ba- 
con, one-fourth cup bacon fat, 
one-half cup sliced onion, one 
can (one and one-half cups) cream 
of celery soup, one-fourth cup 
milk, one and one-half table- 
spoons vinegar, two tablespoons 
finely chopped sweet pickle, two 
hard-cooked eggs. 


Cook unpeeled potatoes in boil- 
ing salted water until tender, then 
peel and cube. Slowly fry baron 
until crisp. Dratn and break into 
pieces. Pour off all except one- 
fourth cup bacon fat from skillet. 
Cook onions in this until. tender. 
Stir in soup with the onions and 
bacon fat. Gradually blend in 
milk, vinegar, chopped pickle and 
bacon. Pour sauce over potatoes. 
Garnish with sliced hard-cooked 
eggs. Yield: Six servings.
